Front From Halicz to

Brusiloff's Northern Army Has Captured Important Heights On Road

Gaining momentum as it moves westward the great Russian drive 
along the Dniester in Galicia continues successfully. The fighting 
is progressing on a fifty mile front from Halicz to the foothills of the 
Carpathians, and all along the line the Russians are advancing. 

Northwest of Halicz on Thursday the Russians enlarged their 
gains north of the Dniester, captured important heights between the 
river and Bukazowice, and occupied two villages. This advance is 
in the direction of Lemberg. In the centre and on the southern end 
of the line the Russians have been victorious in heavy battles for the 
possession of the crossings of the River Lomnica. They have made 
progress on the road to Dolina and have captured the crossings of 
the Lomnica at Perehinsko, about fifteen miles south of Kalusz and 
four miles west of Bohorodozany, 

A probable resumption of heavy fighting on the eastern front north of 
the Pripet marshes and in Roumania is indicated. On the Dvina and Share 
rivers and near Smorgon, north of Pinsk, there has been more active infantry 
fighting. No determined attack, however, has yet developed. 

The Russian advance west of Stanisiau besides endangering the Austro- 
German line immediately north in Galicia, also is a threat against the line in 
Romania, The Russians and Roumanian artillery has been hammering the 


Teuton positions there in the past few days and already advance parties have 
been thrown forward to test the enemy's strength. No attack in force has 
been reported. 

Raids and reconnoitering engagements have occupied the British and 
érmans on the northern end of the front in France. South of St. Quentin 
ong the Aisne front and on both sides of the Meuse, in the Verdun region, 
é artilleries only have been active.

On Recent Increase In 
The Cost Of 
Living. 


GROSS PROFITS GIVEN 
NOT NET FIGURES 


Investigation Is Now Under 
Way To Determine 
Latter. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 13.—A more careful 
perusal of the report of W. F. O'Con- 
nor, the high cost of Iiving commis- 
sioner, on cold storage conditions and 
prices, for which opportunity was giv- 
en today when the report was tabled in 
the commons, shows that it is a mine 
of information bearing on the recent 
tncrease In the cost of living in meat 
and dairy products, 

Misleading 

The statement made in the summary 
sent out last night were misleading in 
one respect. Owing to the late hour 
at which access to the report was ob- 
tained and the consequent hurried 
synopsis made, a footnote in Mr, O'- 
Connor's table of quantities, costs and 
prices on last year's cold storage ex- 
plains that the “margin” which she 
gives between cost price and selling 
price represents the gross profit and 
not the net profit. It includes all ex- 
penses of storing, overhead. charges 
and any other expenses incurred by 
the cold storage companies from the 
time the commodity enters the ware- 
house until it reaches the persons to 
whom they sell, plus, of course, the 
net profit, In others«words, it re 
presents the total charge imposed on 
food from the time it enters the cold 
storage warehouses until it passes into 
the hands of grocers or wholesale dea)l- 


ers, 
Gross Profits 

Consequently, to say that the Wm. 
Davies Company, for instance, made a 
profit of five million on bacon alone 
last year and the Matthews Blackwell 
company a myilion and a half dollars 
must be interpreted as meaning gtose 
profits. 

An investigation ts now. under wiy 
by Mr, O'Connor to determine as ac- 
curately as possible what amounts 
should be deducted from this gross 
profit to represent the overhead 
charges of cold storage companies, in- 
terest on capital investment, etc, It is 
stated that the deduction for these 
charges will average considerably less 
than one cent per pound, according to 
the information already obtained. 

OTTAWA, July 13.—W. A. O'Con- 
nor, cost of Nving commissioner, in.a 
statement this afternoon regarding the 
profits of packers, says that when he 
refers to “margin,” it does not nec- 
essarily mean “profits.” 

Margin rather is the difference be- 
tween the cost of bacon up to the 
time it goes into storage or the ship-~ 
ping room and its final wholesale sell- 
ing price. Storage cost of selling, 
should be deducted. He ‘maintained, 
however, that the margin of the Davis 
Company is 5.05 cents per pound and 
of the Matthews concern 3.63. 

Company's Statement 

MONTREAL, July 13.—"The net 
profits of the William Davies Company 
do not appear, according to figures 
produced in parliament to be the same 
as are found by the cost of living com- 
missioner,” ihe Star's Ottawa corres® 
pondent telegraphs, 

“Last year this firm paid to the 
treasury $109,623, representing one- 
quarter of profits over 7 per cent. 
The total profits over 7 per cent were 
placed at $438,492," adds the corres- 
pondent,

Dominion Government Report On 
State Of Wheat And Oats 
Crop. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 13.—A press _bulle- 
tin issued by the census and statistics 
offices shows that for wheat, oats, 
hay and clover, the areas now report- 
ed are somewhat higher than the fig- 
ures of a month ago, when the seed- 
ing had not been completed; but for 
other crops, including barley, rye 
peas and mixed grains, they are lower, 

In the prairie provinces, the spring, 
followed by cold and dry weather, has 
kept all crops backward, but prospects 
at the end of June were reported to be 
improving, as beneficial rains had fal- 
len over considerable areas, In Mani- 
Saskatchewan, the percent- 
age condition of wheat and oats at 
June 30 was 76 and 78, these figures 
being lower than in any of the last 
seven years at the same date, For Al- 
berta spring wheat and oats on June 
80 were 85 per cent. of the standard, 
and a telegram from the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture reports the 
conditions during the past week have 
been very favorable throughout the 
whole province, frequent showers and 
warm weather having made rapid 
growth In all crops. The Peace River 
district reports crops to be one week 
whead of last year, with prospects of 
a bumper harvest. 

Converting the figures for all Cana- 
da from percentage of the standard 
or full crop to a seale In which 100 
represents the average condition on 
June 30 of the past nine years, 1908— 
1916, the condition becomas for wheat, 
oats, rye and barley as follows: Fali 
wheat, 86; spring wheat, 95; all 
wheat, 95; onts, 95; rye, 94, and barley 
97. That is to say, if conditions be- 
tween June 30 and the Jate of harvest 
be not abnormal, the anticipated yleld 
per acre is 14 per cent. below average 
for fall wheat, five per cent. below for 
spring wheat, all wheat and oats; 6 
per cent. for rye and 6 per cent, for 
barley; hay, clover and alfalfa, show 
good promise, excepting in Manitoba, 
where the condition {s as low as 62 
per cent, of the standard,

CALGARY, Jily 13,—With 160 men 
out in the Drumheller lignite field to- 
night, three mines closed and other 
mines expected to go on a atrike next 
week, there was a demand in District 
Number 18 for the return of Commis- 
sloner Armstrong, who has gone to Ot- 
tawa. A variety of causes have tend- 
ed to inake the coal field restless here 
since the long strike which ended 
through the Greene and Armstrong 
negotiations. 

Operators Opposed 

The negotiations were practically 
closed with the United Mine Workers 
and little attention was given to the 
unorganized portion of the field. As 
a result, since the negotiations, the un- 
organized miners haye been demand- 
{ng from the operators the same con- 
cessions and rates that the government 
rules were satisfactory for the dis- 
trict. The operators in the Drumhel- 
ler field have been refused the right 
of organization or affiliation with a 
union, 

The three mines out are the Rese- 
dier, Western Commercial and Poca- 
hontas plants. 

A statement issued by President 
Graham of the district miners yes- 
terday asks all miners to stay away 
from the Drumheller field. His black- 
list includes also the Rosedale, Star 
and Drumheller mines at Drumheller. 

600 Men Employed 

In all about 600 miners are 
ployed in the Drumheller field.

Carried Down on Waters of Peace 


Huge Masses of Debri) Give Some Idea of the Great Area Drained 


by Peace 


ver--All Kinds of Timber From Mountain Regions 


Pass to Great Slave Lake and on to Arctic, 


Dunvegan, July 11.—The usual June 
flood of the Peace has now passed and 
this year as before, the crest of the 
passing waters brought down an im- 
inense string of drift and debris, Tim- 
bers that have been ce in grow- 
in were undermined by the ever 
changing waters and toppled cver inic 
the stroam to be carried away toward 
the Arctilo ocean, 

There {s nothing that gives a better 
idea of the enormous area drained by 
the headwaters of the Peace than this 
annual passing of debris. For ten days 
and nights a stream of logs, both dry 
and green, follows the swiftest cur- 
rent from bank to bank. Sometimes 
the mass of timber flows in such close 
formation that a person could walk on 
it as safely as though he were on a 
raft of saw logs. 

Every e6tream from the Rockies 
feeds into the Peace its quota of the 
drift and eveey kind of timber that 
grows in the northern clime falls vic- 
tim to the waters.. Islands and flats 
that formed during the last century 
and on wiich monarchs df the forests 
had grown to full statue, crumble 
when spring sends the muddy, angry 
storm waters against them. They 
wash away ag though they were sand, 
Then the tall poplar, the aspen, the 
spruce and the birch all feel the soil 
slipping from their rcots and soon the 
tumble one by ono into the river. 


Whore does all this timber go to? is 
@ question asked by the new comer. 
The writer has ‘been along the Arctic 
coast at the mouth of the Mackenzie 
river and he has seen the Great Slave 
Lake where the Peace rests awhile be- 
fore joining the great stream that 
jeads to the sea, and the firal resting 
place of the timber stream that an- 
vually flowa towards the north. 

Hugh quantities of lumber is Indged 
on the sand bare and Islands of the 
atreama and an immense quantity of It 
g0¢s into the Slavo Lake, where it is 
blown about by the shifting winds un- 
til storms toss it high and dry along 
the shores of the Jake. I’or miles and 
miles these drift are piled, in some 
cases twenty feet high. 

When the drift of the Mackenzie 
reachos its mouth and passes into the 
sea it carries wood from Athabasca, 
the Peace, the Liard, the Arctic Red, 
the Bear river and the Peel. Its bur- 
den represents the growth of a third 
of Canada and one can form no idea of 
fhe immense quantity nis northern 
river throws into the Arcfic coean un- 
less he has seen fcr himself. Whalers 
encounter great quantities of it, The 
iumber tosees about on the waves of 
the sea until a etorm born in the ice 
berg regions of northern Siberia tosses 
it upon the shores of the Arctic. There 
it plies high and tangled, the huge logs 
bare of every vestage of limb and bark.

POULTRY SECTION OF 
EXHIBITION WAS 
WELL PATRONIZED

One of the best patronized sections 
of the exhibition especially by the falr 
sex, has been the poultry show, But, 
however enthusiastic bird fanciers 
may be over the display shown here 
it is safe to state that not one of them 
would select that neighborhood for 
their domicile during fair week as the 
“cock's shrill clairon in the early 
morning would surely rouse them from 
their lowly bed,” 

The exhibit this year excelled all 
previous records in quality and quan- 
tity, the number of entries being much 
larger, while the quality of the birds 
was decidedly higher although it must 
be remembered that summer is not 
exactly the best season for a poultry 
exhibition as the birds are then moult- 
ing and consequently not in such good 
condition as in other seasons, But this 
consideration apart, a very successful 
display was made during the week and 
the exhibiton association has reason to 
feel pleased with the results in this 
department as of the other sections of 
she show. 

The one possible ground for regret 
or dissatisfaction is that there were 
not more local—that is, Alberta, ex 
hibitors, especially among the smaller 
producers, and these are the one for 
whose encouragement the poultry 
show is primarily intended. G. Rob- 
ertson, Ottawa, poultry judge, has ex- 
pressed himself highly pleased with

fiow. before the Ottawa House and which has been given its second 
Yreading— 
, BILL 75, 
An Act Respecting Military Service. 

Whereas by section ten of the Militia Act, chapter forty-one of the Revis- 
‘ed Statutes of Canada, 1906, itis enacted as follows 

“All the male inhabitants of Canada, of the age of eighteen years and 
upwards, and under sixty, not exempt or disqualified by law, being British 
subjects, shall be lable to service in the Militia: Provided that the Governor- 
General may require all the male inhabitants of Canada, capable of bearing 
arms, to serve in the case of a levee en masse,” 

And whereas by section sixty-one of the said Act it is further enacted as 
follows: 

“The Governor in Council may place the Militia, or any part thereof, on 
active service anywhere in Canada, and also beyond Canada, for the defense 
thereof, at any time when it appears advisable so to do by reasoh of emerg- 
ency,.” 

And whereas by the said Act it is further enacted that. if at any time 
enough men do not volunteer to complete the quota required, the men so li- 
able to serve shall be drafted by ballot; 

And whereas to maintain and support the Canadian Expeditionary Force 
now engaged in active service overseas for the defense and security of Canada, 
the preservation of the Empire and of human liberty, tC is Necessary to pro- 
vide reinforcements for such Expeditionary Force; 

And whereas enough men do not volunteer to previde such reinforce- 

ments; 
And whereas, by reason of the large number of men who have already 
left agricultural and industria! pursuits in Canada to join such Expeditionary 
Force as volunteers, and of the necessity of sustaining under such conditions 
the productivity of the Dominion, it is expedient to secure the men still, re- 
quired, not by ballot as provided in the Militia Act, but by selective draft; 
Therefore His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


1, (1) This Act may be.cited as The Military Service Act, 1917. 

(2) In this Act, unless the context otheywise requires 
“Certificate” means a certificate of exemption from military service 
‘under this Act; 

“The Militia Act’ means the Militia Ac@and all regulations and ord- 
ers made under the authority thereof; 

“The Army Act" means the Army Act for the time being in force in 
the United Kingdom and all regulations and orders made under the 
authority thereof; 3 

“Regulations” means regulations made by the Governor in Council 
under the authority of this Act and directions made under such 
regulations; 

“Minister” means the Minister of Justice. , 

2. (1) Every male British subject who comes within one of the classes 


described in section three of this Act, and, who,— 
(a) is ordinarily resident in Canada; or 
(b) has been at any time since the fourth of August, 1914, resident in 
Canada, ' 
shall be liable to be called out as hereinafter provided on active service in the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force for the defense of Canada, either in or beyond 
Canada, unless he 
(a) comes within the exeeptions set out in the Schedule; or 
(b) reaches the age of forty-five before the class or subclass 
to which he belongs, as described in section three is called out. 

Such service shall befor the duration of the present war and of demobili- 
zation after the conclusion of the war. 

(2) Nothing in this Act shall prevent any man from voluntarily entist- 
ing in the Canadian Expeditionary Force, so long as voluntary enlistment in 
such Force is authorized, 

3. (1) The men who are liable 
classes described as follows: 

Class 1—Those who have attained the age of twenty years and were born 
not earlier than the year 1894 and are unmarried, or are widowers but have 
no child. 

Class 2—Those who were born in the years 1889 to 1893, both inclusive,

That. he conscientiously objects to the undertaking of combatant 
service and is prohibited from so doing by the tenets and articles of 
faith, in effect at the date of the passing of this Act, of any organiz- 
ed religious denomination existing and well recognized in Canada at 
such date, and to which he in good faith belongs; e 
and if any of the grounds of such application be established a certificate of 
exemption shall be granted to such man. 

(2) (a) A certificate may be conditional as to time or otherwise and if 
granted solely on conscientious grounds shall state that such exemption is 
from combatant service only. 

(b) A certificate granted on the ground of the continuance of educa- 
tion or training or on the ground of exceptional financial or business obliga- 
tions or domestic position, shall be a conditional certificate only. 

(c) No certificate shall be conditional upon a person to whom it ts 
granted continuing in or entering into employment under any specified em- 
ployer or in any specified place or establishment. 

(d) A certificate may transfer a man to the class next in numerical 
order, 

(e) When a conditional certificate is granted the conditions shall be 
stated on the certificate. 

(f) It shall be the duty of any man holding a conditional certificate 
within three days after the conditions stated therein cease to exist or after his 
exemption terminates, to give notice in writing of such’ fact to the Registrar of 
the province in which he ordinarily resides; and if he fails without reason- 
able excuse to do so, he shall be guilty of an offense and Mable on summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

(3) (a) Subject to such conditions as to application and notice as may 
be provided by regulations, and subject also to paragraph (b) of this sub- 
section, a certificate may, during the currency thereof, be renewed, varied or 
withdrawn at any time by the local tribunal issuing the same.

(b) All applications and all proceedings taken on applications for cer- 
tificates made without the leave of the Minister by or in reapect of a man 
before a local tribunal other than the local tribunal before which the first 
application by or in respect of such man was made, shall be null and vold. 

(c) Notwithstanding anything in this section contained, the Governor 
in Council may by regulations abolish any local tribunal, and transfer its 
duties and powers to any other local tribunal. 

(8) Any person who alters or tampers with a certificate or, for the 
purpose of evading this Act, falsely represents himself to be a person to whom 
a certificate has been granted, or, if granted a certificate, allows, for like pur- 
pose, any other person to have possession thereof, shall be guilty of an of- 
fense and liable on summary conviction to imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding six months. 

(7) When a certificate is lost, destroyed or defaced, the tribunal by 
whom it was granted shall, upon the application of the man to whom It was 
granted and upon payment of a fee of fifty cents, issue to him a duplicate of 
such certificate.

‘wo Austrian men charged with 
contributing to the neglect of¢ the 
children of two families pleaded not 
guilty, The evidence showed that the 
mothers of the children were the 
wives of miners living at Hillcrest, 
Albecta ,and that these women left 
thelr husbands and came to dmon- 
ton, Shortly afterwards, the two ac- 
cused also came to Edmonton and 
took up residence with these women 
and thelr respective children, The evi- 
dence of the children showed a state 
of immorality to exist in both cases, 
It was also shown that one of these 
men had been previously convicted on 
a similar charge, in connection with 
the same family. This woman's hus- 
band appeared in court end expressed 
his willingness to take his wife and 
children home again, 

Both of the accused were found 
guilty and sentenced respectively to 
a fine of $50 and in default, one month 
at Fort Saskatchewan ja‘l, and in ad- 
dition thereto one month's imprison- 
ment, All the children were made’ 
wards of the court. 

A woman, whose husband ond son

SENATOR SUGGESTS 
FREE TRADE ON FOOD 


— 


Ottawa, Juy 13—TIn the senate Sena- 
tor Gilmore called the attention of the 
government to the request of the Ca- 
nadian food controller that Canadians 
should eat a third less wheat, beef 
and bacon, so that a greater quantity 
of these articles would be evailable 
for export and that more food of a 
perishable nature should be consumed 
in Canada to save the beef, bacon and 
wheat, He said the government would 
make it easier for the people if they 
removed the tax on foodstuffs entering 
this country from the United States, 
He said that the government could 
charge to the feeding of troops at the 
front any loss of revenue that would 
result from the removal of duty on 
food entering Canada, 

Senator Landry said that the pro 
posal involyed u change in the policy 
of the government; that any reply to 
it should be well considered, 

Sir James Lougheed stated that he 
would call the attention of the gov- 
ernment to the question.

‘taking their places in the fighting 
line and dying-that they may, live 
in the country they will not fight 
for. Plainly, the exultant op- 
ponents of equal participation by 
Quebec were entitled to sing some- 
thing. And if they had sung it 
with meaning—which they didn’t 
—the National Anthem would 
have been singularly appropriate 
for the occasion. For if ever 
there was a time when Canadians 
mnay sing ‘‘God Save the King’’ 
with the fervor of loyal and appre- 
hensive hearts it is when the Gov- 
ernment which stamped out the 
spirit of voluntary enlistment in 
Canada now proposes to enforce 
conscription in face of threatened 
rebellion in one province and of 
infinitely better reasons for op- 
position to it in at least four of the 
other eight provinces. With far 
other feelings the National An- 
them—which the Nationalists and 
their friends prostituted into a 
pean of victory for Nationalism 
over national security—must to- 
day be the prayer of every 
thoughtful Canadian, 


Some time ago the B.C. Sugar 
Refinery Company were threaten- 
ed with prosecution for, illegally 
coercing dealers who handled 
their products. A special com- 
missioner was appointed by the 
Minister of Labor to investigate 
the company’s operations. He 
has now brought in a report that 
the company is guilty, but should 
not be prosecuted, Among other 
things he finds that the company 
prohibited dealers buying sugar 
from any other company, and dic 
tated the minimum price at which 
they should sell. Yet, he says, 
the company should not be prose- 
cuted—because it would be unfair 
if it were fined and other concerns 
which do the same thing were not 
fined, There is an alternative 
which does not seem to suggest it- 
self to this ingenious investigator ; 
that the Government should prose- 
cute the other concerns also. The 
point seems to be overlooked en- 
tirely of what is to happen to the 
public if this and other concerns 

»| which operate in like manner are 
not rounded up and punished for 
their infractions of the law. The 
law is supposed to be made for the 
protection of the public. The 
commissioner finds that it has not 

‘been kept by this company, and 
declares that it is being similarly 
violated by other companies. fAnd, 
‘of course, if punishment does not 
follow exposure the violators will 
go on violating, and the public 
will be bled in the same old way. 
The whole question of whether the 
anti-combine law is really a law, 
or only a false pretense, is brought 
wp for decision by this investiga- 
Ftor, and it is for the Minister of 
Labor to say which it is.

Wm. Wililam Power (Quebec 
West): Mr. Speaker, the !mportant 
question at Roney before the House 
is one on which I have no cesire to 
give a silent vote, for it will live not 
pieoe in the life of the present genera- 
fon, but of those to come, and whe- 
ther our aesistance to the present wat 
by compulsory service wili be bene- 
ficial or not Is the question of the 
hour. 

Our boys who have so sarnestiy vol- 
unteered' to carry the honor and the 
flag of Canada In tnis great conflict 
have brought lustre ani honor on 
Canada, Their prowess, whether 04 
the fields of Langemarck, Givenchy, 
or later on the far-famed ridge of 
Vimy, have earned the respect not only 
of the Allied nations, but of our op- 
ponents in this great struggle. Little 
did the people of Quebec, or of Can+ 
ada, dream, when from that old city 
a flotilla bearing Canada’s sons heav- 
ed their anchors and hied away to 
England's shores to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the sons of Ingland. 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales, that the 


whole world would, within a few 
short months, resound with their 
praises. But, Mr. Speaker, this was 


an army of men gathersd from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, acting together 
with but one impulse. Duty had called 
them, and there was a voluntary re- 
sponse, not the shackling of compul- 
sion. such as today is proposed to be 
inflicted throughout this country. Our 
pride in the glorious past ‘3 to be 
levelled to the ground, and men 11 
free Canada are to be shackled and 
manacied in order that they may be 
roraed to fight for freeiom and Jus- 
tice, 

For me, today, standing in this 
House, the self-elected representative 
of one of the divisions of this country, 
on my own shoulders and conscience 
alone rests the ‘responsibility for my 
vote. I owe no responsibility to any 
elector of my division, as my mandate 
from them expired in October, 1916. 
Therefore, my responsibility on their 
behalf ceases, and in voting on this 
extraordinary measure I ehall act 
sulely and entirely for mysolf, and not 
for any elector of my division. In giv- 
ing this vote, I may draw upon my- 
self the rancour of men who through 
patriotic motives favor conscription, 
and perhaps the plaudits of men who 
for just as honorable reasons are op- 
posed to the same. I feac no: the first, 
nor do I seek the latter, My duty is 
plain and apparent; never shall) I by 
my vote force any compulsory mea- 
sure upon my fellow-men wituout the 
people of this Dominion having had a 
fair opportunity to pronounc? a ver- 
dict upon it, 

I shall no doubt be reproached in 
some sections for not assisting the 
soldiers at the fvont by my vote on this 
bill, If I considered this Bill an earn- 
est and sincere effort on the part ot 
the Government to assist the men ai 
the front, would 4 desert ihose neu: 
and dear to me? I am not an egotist, 
but if there is any hon, gentleman in 
this House who has good reason to 
take an interest in this contest it is 
the humble individual who stands be- 
fore you. Five of those who are neer- 
est and dearest to me have been in the 
conflict since its earliest days, One of 
those boys was gassed on the bloody 
field of Langemarck, the second is ly- 
ng wounded in the Crimean Hospita) 
at Woolwich, and a third is doing duty 
somewhere in Flanders. I may be re- 
proached by them, but if I thought ft 
was the purpose to assist the soldiers 
ut the front by this measure, I would 
be the last man to oppose it. But, in 
my own heart and conscience I fee} 
that there is something underlying 
this measure, an object which I will 
not dare to bring before this House 
because the passions and prejudices of 
men are running very high, The day 
will come when the people of 
this country will know the object for 
which this measure has been brought 
vefore the House. 

IT am not a lawyer, I am only an 
ordinary business man, and I will not 
attempt to go through and dissect this 
Bill, nor to deal with the many classes 
ef exceptions contained therein, That 
is the duty of lawyers. But there are 
exemptions which, !f the Government 
put this Pill through in the interests 
ef the country and the soldiers at the

As we hear on the floor of this 
House, as we have heard from the Min- 
ister of Finance (Sir Thcemas White), 
so we have heard from the food con- 
troller of the Mother Country, that it 
is not men we want; it is food to feed 
our people and soldiers, The cry goes 
abroad: Produce, produce, produce, If 
such is the case, are the farmers anil 
farmers’ sons going to be conscripted 
hy this measure? No, I say they must 
and will be exempted. Secondly, there 
are great munition factories scattered 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this Jand, With the promoters of the 
factories I have no concern. For those 
men who have, with the cognizance 
of the Government, profited out of the 
'fe-blood and honor of our soldiers at 
the front, I have nothing to say, But 
in these factories are hundred@# and 
thousands of humble toilers who are 
working night and day in order that 
we may send munitions to our s#ol- 
diers at the front. Are these men go- 
ing to be conscripted? No, they will 
also be exempted. Thirdly, we have 
our great railway system extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, On 
these railroads hundreds and thous- 
ands of the ablest, brightest and no- 
blest men thatany country ever pro- 
duced are working day and night in 
order to maintain the trade and com- 
merce of this country, to bring the 
grain from the great West to the 6ea- 
board and to bring munitions to the 
seaboard. TI ask you, Mr, Speaker: 
Are these men going to be conscript- 
ed? No, Sir, they will be exempted. 
Fourth, we have hundreds and thous- 
ands of dock laborers at the seaports 
and lake ports of this Dominion work- 
ing night and day owing to the acarc- 
ity of tonnage in order to assist our 
soldier boys at the front. Are they go- 
ing to be conscripted? No, they too 
will be exempted, Fifth, from the 
whole world a cry goes up to the ter: 
rible menace of the German submar- 
ines which are daily and mauriy doing 
their utmost to torpedo and sink the 
many vessels bringing food and eup- 

lies to our Allies and our soldiers, 
The cry goes up: We must replace the 
vessels, In the United States and Can- 
ada men are toiling night and day to 
put jn operation the many deserted 
shipyards in order to build new ves- 
sels and thereby help our Allies, Can 
this great work be done by waving a 
magic wand and without the assist- 
ance of labor? Can we find men to 
build ships if this Bill passes? No, we 
must have labor, and I ask if these 
men are going to be conscripted? No, 
they are not; they must be exempt. A 
coal controller has been appointed by 
the Government of the day. Is he go- 
ing to go down into the bowels of the 
earth and bring up these minera? In 
the interests of shipping, of the rall« 
ways, of our own firesides, it is neces- 
sa that we shall have miners re- 
pays A pe in the coal mines, Are these 
men to be conscripted? No, they will 
be exempt. 
. tnen. I ask: Who ts this Compul- 
sory Bill going to send to the front to 
assist our brave volunteers? I have 
heard hon, gentlemen in this House

around the cities, towns and villages 
of Canada, Are these the men whom 
we are going to send to the front to 
protedt our brave volunteers? Are the 
men who go prowling around at night 
in our towns and villages, nighc hawks, 
barroom ivafers, horse thieves, gam- 
blers, men whose carcases are loaded 
down with liquor and who are steeped 
{n debauchery.of the most degraded 
kind—are these the men _ that thie 
Bill ts going to send to protect our 
noble soldier boys? No, I would sooner 
let my son meet a soldier's death upon 
the fleld of Flanders than that he 
should be protected by such a class of 
men, and [ am not certain but that 
most of the fathers and mothers of 
our soldiers would feel the same as I 
do. I am ashamed of the actions of 
some of the hon. gentlemen on the 
other side of the House who have 
ohided and defided members of His 
Majesty's loyal Opposition and who 
have charged that our opposition to 
this measure Was merely due to par- 
tisanship. There is no partisanship 
about me where the Interestu of the 
boys at the front are concerned, The 
men who say such things about the 
menrbera of the Opposition krow not 
the feelings of the good, the patriotic, 
mother. When the glorious news ts 
flashed across this, country from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific of victories at 
Langemarck or elsewhera, or the an- 
guish which is mingled with her pride 
when at the end of the message 
she reads the Words; “Casualties are 
heavy.” 

Do some of these gentlemen ever 
realize the feelings of these patriotk 
mothers who, when this news is flash- 
ed across the Atlantic, lie in their bed: 
at night waiting for the dawn when 
they shall read the dally press, not to 
see the fashion plates, not to see the 
social items, where Sir this or Lady 
that has been attending some tea 
party, not to read of the plaudis be- 
stowed upon the eloquence of hon 
members in this House; no, but to 
read the long llat of casualties to see 
if there are included the names of 
those who are near and dear to them 
But with even greater dread do they 
wait in thelr humble homes through- 
out the breadth of Canada for the 
tinkling of that bell which will bring 
to their homes that cold, dastardly 
telegfam which emanates from the 
Militia Department at Ottawa: Regret! 
your son is killed, your son is missing 
probably is a prisoner; your son I}:

Then, when the poor mother seeks for 
further information from Ottawa’ 
what is the response? We know noth 
ing more. And yet these men dare t 
say that the members of His Majesty’ 
loyal Opposition are disloyal to thelr 
country.

How to Keep Thin, 

To the Bulletin; Can you tell me 
a good dieting method for the reduc- 
tion of flesh ?— JCA 

Severe dieting is something no one 
ought to undertake witaout the ad- 
vice of a physician. Many doctors 
have prescribed many dicts for the re- 
duction of fat, but no prescription of 
them all holds good universially, One 
pereon's fat will yield readily to au 
treatment before which another'a adi- 
pose tissue will remain deflantly obvi- 
ous, But the main principles of fat re- 
ducing diets are few, and the same in 
nearly all cases. Articles to be er 
cluded from the diet are: Sweets 
starches, futs, all fluids with menis 
and all stimulants, regardless of ex 
ception, This means no cereal, with 
cream or without it, in the morning; 
no coffee, no biscuits or griddle cakes 
or potatoes. The morning meal mus: 
consist of some frutt, preferably tart, 
a broiled lamb chop or a couple of 
soft boiled eggs, or a little bit of grill- 
ed fish, and some thoroughly toasted 
bread, For luncheon and dinner one 
may have any kind of iean meat, a> 
well as poultry, game and fish, but no 
potatoes, rice or other starchy vegot- 
ables; no sweet or farinaceous des- 
serts; no soups, no cream; nothing, of 
course ,to drink. Drinking must | be 
done betwen meals, Some very rigid 
prescriptions allow only hot water 
with a little lemon juice for liquid, to 
be taken not Ivss than two hours after 
ameal. Others, however, say that 
copious draughts of good, cleay, cold 
water are necessary to health and do 
not retard the reduction of fat if they 
are taken between meals. There is no 
doubt that, whether persons are re- 
ducing or not. nearly everyone drinks 
too much cold water with their meals, 
and not enough cold water, all told, 
the twenty-four hours through. 


FEARS FOR APPLE CROP 

Halifax, N.S., July 12.—Two weeks 
ago D. Johnson, fruit commissioner of 
Canada, made a tour of the Annapolis 
valley and expressed the opinion that 
there would be a large crop of good 
apples in this province, while in On- 
tario there would not be a twenty-five 
per cent. crop. Conditions here have 
changed since Mr, Johnson's visit. <A 
succession of wet days is causing an 
increase of fungus growth which is 
leading to a dropping of the apples 
In addition to this the ravages of the 
canker worm are the worst ever 
known in the history of apple growing 
in Nova Scotia,

At the Exhibiton, locaoted close to the 
main entrance, Mr, Peterson has been 
giving demonstrations of the Wessax 
Trackford, showing ite usefulness and 
the ease with which it can be put on 
an ordinary pleasure car, and after 
being used the car changed back again 
for ordinary use. | 

The Wessax Trackford consists of 
tractor wheels and attachment, which 
when the rear wheels of the Ford have 
been taken off, is clamped to the car, 
converting it into a tractor ready for 
hard werk. The front steering wheels 
are left as before. The body of the 
car can be removed or not as thought 
fit, but it seems to be a general prac- 
tice to remove the car body, the main 
reason being to preserve its appcear- 
ance, 

The engine is driven on high all the 
time when working, while a 12-gallon 
water tank and circulating pump 
mounted over the engine give the ad- 
ditonal cooling needed, As for its 
capabilities, The Trackford can pull 
two 14-inch stubble ploughs, or one 
16-inch breaking plough. It will work 
at the rate of two and a half miles 
per hour when ploughing, while on 
binder and general farm work it will 
travel at the rate of five miles per 
hour, The average consumption of 
gasoline is eight gallons for ten acres 
of ploughing stubble and gh breaking 
the consumption is a little higher, 

The price of the Wessax Tractor is 
only $200 f.0.b, Edmonton, its cost 
thus being not more than it will save 
in horses, After the Trackford has 
done the ploughing,,!t will run the 
binder, and if wantéd will haul the 
grain over the road to the elevator, 
Pulling 150 bushels of grain the 
Trackford will make five miles per 
hour on the road.

PRUSSIAN REFORMS 


GRANTED BY KAISER 
ARE INSIGNIFICANT 


——- 


Electoral Changes Which Affect 
Only Prussia Shown in 
Decree 


Berlin, July 11, via Lendon,—Em- 
peror: William has issued the follow- 


ing decree to the president of the 
state ministry: 

“Upon the report of my state 
ministry, made to be in obedience to 


my decree of April 7th of the current 
year, TI herewith decide to order a 
supplement to the same, that the draft 
of the bill dealing with the alteration 
of the eJectoral law for the houge of 
deputies, which Is to be submitted to 
the diet of the monarchy for decision, 
is to be drawn up on the basis of equal 
franchise. The bill is to be submitted 
in any case early enough that the next 
elections may taken place according 
to the new franchise. I charge you 
to make all necessary arrangements 


for this purpose.”-—(Signed) ‘Wil- 
liam"; (countersigned) ‘‘Bethmann- 
Hollweg." 


Word was received several days ago 
that the German Emperor had issued 
a™decree for franchise reforms, but 
hitherto the text of the order, which 
affects only Prussia, has not. been 
available. It bears out advices re- 
eived from Copenhagen, last night, 
to the effect that the results of 
German political crisis thus far 
comparatively small. 

The introduction into the emperor’s 
decree of the phrase “equal fran- 
clige,"” merely restores -a provision 
which, acoarding to Berlin gossip, was 
contained jn the original draft of the 
emperor's Easter manifesto and was 
eliminated at the last moment in con- 
sequence of reactiormry intrigue. It 
was also pointed out that the new Im- 
perial announcement does not pre- 
scribe immediate adoption of the re- 
forms, inasmuch as the next elections 
may not take place until after the war 
and that there is not a word of the in- 
troduction of parliamentarism in the 
Imperiaf administration.

at the Grand Trunk and Grand Trunk 
Pacific railways and designed to in- 
jure theiv credit. He entered into a 
strong defense of the Grand Trunk 
railway and said that Senator Lynch 
Staunton had previous relations with 
them, for he and Mr. F. P. Gutelius 
(former manager of the Intercolonial 
railway) had been appointed te inves- 
tigate the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and since the Spanish 
inquisition there had been nothing like 
the investigation they conducted. He 
suid the money paid to the investig 
tors was wasted, However, the inves 
tigators were rewarded. Mr. Gutelius 
had been appointed manager of the 
goverment railways at $16,000 a 
year, and Mr. Lynch Staunton’ had 
bene appointed Senator, He defended 
the financing of the roads, r 

Senator Nichols said he thought the 
British shareholders of the Grand 
Trunk were entitled to representa- 
tion on the board and proposed an 
amendment that “the majority of 
shareholders should reside in Can- 
ada.” 

Senator Cloran held that the 63,000 
British shareholdess were entitled to 
control the operation of their road 
and name their directors and was sup- 
ported by Senator Edwards and Bos- 
tock. Permission was given Senator 
Lynch Staunton to withdraw the .billl.

Copenhagen, July 18.—According 
to news reaching here from Ger- 
many, Polish members of the reich- 
stag interpellated Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg about the deporta- 
tion of thousands of Polish men and 
women to Germany, where they are 
compelled to labor. The interpella- 
tion says this proceeding, which is the 
case of the Belgians, is generally re- 
cognized as contrary to international 
law, continues, and now troops ,are 
being employed to drag victims from 
their homes forcibly. 

The German censorship prohibited 
the circulation in pamphlet form of 
the Reichstag speech of Herr Scheide- 
mann, Socialist member of the reich- 
stag. His address urged peace based 
on mutual understanding, The 
Socialists interpellated the chancellor, 
pointing out that the ¢ensorship per; 
mits pamphlets of opposite  tenden- 
cies, 


NO MEN AVAILABLE 
TO HELP WITH CROP 


Fewer Troops Undergoing Train- 
ing and Cannot Be 
Spared 


Montreal, July 18—The possibility 
of securing assistance of soldiers of 
the expeditionary force who are still 
{in Canada in harvesting the crops in 
Ontario this year was iliscussed with 
Sir Edward Kemp by a delegation 
which waited upon him yesterday 
Last year soldiers who wished to ae- 
cept employment during the harvest 
were granted special furloughs. This 
year, the situation insofdr @ the sol- 
diers enlisted for overseas service are 
concerned, has changed considerably 
The delegation came away pretty well 
convinced that there was little chance 
of securing needed labor tor the farms 
of the country fro mthe ranks of the 
expeditionary forces. There are now 
fewer merit enlisted for active service 
at such a period of their training that 
they could be spared for such work 
than there were last year,

Tt is St. Genevieve who is said in 
Catholic annals to have saved Paris 
from an attack by the Huns under At- 
tilla, She was born at Nanterre, near 
Paris. At 7 years of age she dedicat- 
ed her life to the church, After the 
death of her parents she went to live 
in Paris and here performed many 
works of charity. She suffered per 
secution and attempts were said to 
have been made to drown her, Dur- 
ing the siege of Paris by Childric she 
went out with a few followers and in- 
duced that king of the Franks to give 
her food for the starving poor of the 
city, &t, Genevieve died at the age of 
83. She is the patron saint of Paris 
and many Parisians today worship at 
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A most interesting ‘incident took 
place on July 14, 1776, in which 
George Washington and Lord Howe 
were the principal actors. It seems 
that Lord Howe had occasion to write 
Washington a letter, and he addressed 
it "George Washington, Esq." The 
latter refused to accept the letter ad- 
dressed in this manner and returned 
it.uunopened, Then Lord Howe tried 
again, (his time addressing the letter 
to “George Washington, ete, ete, 
etc.” He was again rebuffed.

the * French Revolution ordinarily 
called “the Revolution’ simply, with 
out qualification, on account of the 
magnitude of its aims and accom- 


plishments and its world-wide impor- 
tance, It was Alexis de Tocqueville 
who remarked, as long ago as 1848; 
“There has been but one Revolution 
The beginning of it our fathers saw and 
the end of it we are not likely to see.” 
These views have become a common- 
place among philosophers and histor- 
jlans. In France itself, and in all the 
countries which were brought alto- 
gether under French influence, old 
ideas and old institutions were utterly 
swept away in a way that had never 
happened before: In every country 
where French soldiers penetrated— 
which, in effect, implies almost all Bu- 
rope—the populations, hitherto torpid 
and servile, obsequious to the aristo 
cracy and generally illiterate, learned 
lessons which #hey:never forgot, and 
which bore fruit no long time after- 

where inere was no 
great political change, there was a 
widg social change; and since the Re- 
volution there has been no part of 
Europe where the people have been 
so utterly down-trodden and despised 
by the landed am wealthy classes as 
they were before 1789, The influence 
of the Revolution, with its message of 
human freedom, spread beyond the 
seas. Thus the Spanish and Portu- 
guese colonies in America fought for 
independence and gained it, becoming 
independent states; Japan threw off 
feudalism in 1868 and brought herself 
up to date; and the Russian Revolu- 
tion, of which the first symptoms ap- 
peared as long ago as 1825, is a topic 
of the hour,

In 1789 the National Assembly of 
the French people, called into being 
by the monarchy to save the realm 
from bankruptcy and dissolution, pre- 
sented such a long list of oppressions 
and abuses, and protested against 
them with such patriotic boldness and 
vigor, that Kihg Louts XVI. and the 
clergy and nobility became alarmed 
The court resolved to suppress the 
National Assembly amid me terror 
and confusion caused by a bombard- 
ment of Paris by the artiilery of the 
Bastille. To this end the capital was 
surrounded by a number of the mer- 
cenary regiments, recruited from 
abroad with foreigners, which then 
composed the chief part of the royal 
army. The famous Camille Desmou- 
ling, France's greatest ournalist, dis- 
covered this conspiracy, and called the 
people to arms, The French-born svi- 
diers of the army joined the populace 
with-the utmdét enthuaiasm, thus pro- 
viding cannon and a stiffening ele- 
ment. If Paris was to be saved from 
destruction, the Bastille would have to 
be atacked and captured. This great 
milltary operation was performed by 
the revolutionists on July 14, 1789.

France would nc doubt have re 
mained a constitutional monarchy, 
like Great Britain, to this day, had it 
not been for the treason of Louis XVL, 
who conspired with the Teutonic pow- 
ers to invade the kingdom and re- 
establish the obnoxious absolutism 
and feudalism waich tad been in be- 
ing up to the time the people stormed 
the Bastile on July 14, 1789. The 
King’s treason, coming to light amid 
the terrors of, Teutonic invasion in 
1792, caused another insurrection, He 
was forced from the throne—soon to 
be executed as a traitor—and the 
French Republic was proclaimed, 
while a genera! call to arms impreg- 
nated France with sublime military 
enthusiasm, Rouget de Lisle composed 


The King, seeing 
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the glorious “Marsgeillaise’’—breathing 
as it does the hatred cf tyrants and 
devotion to country, no national an- 
them can ever surpass it, Now came 
the great strugke, -or mational exis- 
tence of 1742.94f Treachery opened 
the gates of Verdun to the Teutonic 
invaders; and the mob of Paris, ani- 
mated by just patriotic rage, mas- 
sucred the pro-German nobles and 
clergy who applauded this success of 
the publie enemy, At Valmy, and soon 
after at Jemappes, the raw levies of 
the summer, stiffened with the French 
fragments of the old royal army, tri- 
umphed over the Teutons, and stayed 
the tide of invasion for awhile. 
Iv. 

The renewal of the attack in 1793, 
however, was of an even more inenac- 
ing character than the invasion of the 
previous year; Tor now all the mon- 
archs of Europe, in addition to the 
‘Teutonic powers, had declared war 
upon France in the hope of revenging 
the execution of Louis XVI, The 
French Republic retorted by directing 
its generals, in every foreign territory 
they might occupy, to make public 
proclamation that feudalism and auto- 
cracy were ended, and to invite the 
people to p¥Yoclhim their own sove- 
reigty. Thus, amid the storms of war, 
were the seeds of Liberalism sown in 
Europe by French soldiers; the word, 
indeed, is of the political coinage of 
the Krench Revolution, But the war 
was no mere war of prolamations; 
the situation was worse than critical. 
It had been complicated in France by 
civil war and internal rebellion, large- 
ly fomented by the priesthood, many 
of whom sympathize with the enemy. 
Now began the celebrated “Reign of 
Terror.” This was to frenzy of mob- 
anarchy, as is frequently imagined, 
the exact contrary is the fact. A most 
drastic act of parliament—which was 
in truth a species of very vigorous 
martial law—was applied to the whole 
country. In some slight measure | 
may be compared to the present ‘De 
fense df the Realin Act” in Great Brit- 
tin; but, instead of trivial fines and 
terms of imprisonment, all spies, trai- 
tors, rebels, and pro-Germans were re- 
lentlessly executed. Conscription was 
invented by Dubois Crance, a thor- 
oughgoing democrat, and the parlia- 
anent made ft law; an interesting fact. 
It is often imagined that conscription 
was the invention of monarchs of en- 
slaved peoples; but we see here that it 
was a device of the most democratic 
government in the world for the de- 
feat of despots. No slacking or shirk- 
ing was permitted, under penalty of 
death ;and by the end of 1793 the par- 
liament had hurled a million of men 
at the invaders and pushed them back 
over the frontiers into Germany, Italy 
and Spain. With the victory of Fleurus 
in 1794, Belgium was delivered from 
the Austrians; the period of tension 
then relaxed; the “Reign of Terror” 
ended; and France was in a position 
to pursue her enemies into thelr own 
territories,

A subsequent crisis arousing fear of 
a re-enthronement of the Bourbons 
and feudally privileged classes, France 
threw herself into the arms of Gener- 
al Napoleon Bonaparte, conceiving 
him to be the only soldier and politi- 
cian, at the time, able to cope with 
the danger and avert such a calamity. 
His dictatorship led, in 1804, to his be- 
ing elected guardian of the republic, 
with dictatorial powers, by the title of 
Emperor of the French, Only one out 
of every 1,400 in tue great plebiscite 
opposed this measure; and almost all 
the Republicans—now atyled Liberals 
—voted for investng hint with this 
position, . Jt is often imagined that the 
Republicans who had been prominent 
before Bonaparte’s time of power were 
altogether effaced by him. This is a 
grave error, Under his aegis they con- 
tinued the great work of legislative, 
education, and social reform they had 
begun in 1793; and modern france 
was the result.

Modern France is the product of 
the Revolution—the period comprised 
in the miraculous quarter-century be- 
tween 1789 and 1814; and the Revolu- 
tion is the key to understanding it. 
Since that period various governmen- 
tal regimes have been experimented 
with by the French; but all have been 
rejected; the one after the other, 
when it was found they did not attain 
the standard of government involved 
in the ideas of 1789. Each of these re- 
gimes, be it noted, has at its establish- 
ment presented itself as the exponent 
of those ideas. Thus the French, in- 
stead of being fickle and changeable, 
as is so often erroneously imagined 
are in fact perfectly consistent, Their 
gospel is the great book of the Revo- 
jution; to which all parties turn alike 
Today the statues of the’ Terrorists 
stand in the French capital. The pres- 
ent French Republic prides itself on 
being the child and heir of the Great 
Republic of 1793; this year it is in its 
forty-seventh ar of existence, which 
is double the Jength of any previous 
regime since 1789. We may conclude, 
then, that the nobdie people who are 
our allies have reached the “promised 
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land” and found a form of govern- 
ment meodting the temperament and 
requirements of the nation which has 
been so well called the mouthpiece of 
fhinking Europe, “Vivat respublica!

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The French Revolution 

There is not much n@isy celebration 

today in France ‘of bastile day, the 


French fourth of July, but deep in the 
hearts of Frenchmen the memory of 
Ithis day remains to spur them on to 
further deeds of heroism. The French 
revolution really began on July 12, 
1789, following the dismissal of Neck- 
er. The people were enraged, They 
pillaged the shops where arms. were 
sold, and then followed a reign of ter- 
ror. Bandits roved through ‘the 
streets plundéring shops and houses. 
During the night of the 12th all the 
barriers were forced and set on fire. 
The crowds seemed to have gone mad 
with desire to shoot and destroy. Soon 
the cry arose; “On to the  bastile!"” 
The authoritiés did everything they 
could to put down the insurrection > 
they were helpless, At the base a 
great concourse of people had gather- 
ed. There were, in fact, more spec- 
tators curious to see what would hap- 
pen than ‘there were participants in 
the outbreak. The garrison at the 
bastile, however, thinking that all 
Paris had come to drive them out, sur- 
rendered tefore any attack was made. 
That was on July 14, 1789, one of the 
most eventful days in Frenchghistory. 
It was the beginning of -the French 
revolution, the end of which did not 
come until five years later. The king, 
upon the fall of the bastile, yielded 
ail that the people asked of him. The 
middle classes, however, did not stop 
the struggle until 1792. This revolu- 
tion surpassed any other in history 
and was destined to influence the his- 
tory of all Europe for many years to 
come. It is interesting to note that 
while the French threw off the yoke 
of royalty at that time, their existence 
as a repubic lasted only a few years, 
when Napoleon became ascendant and 
took to himself imperial honors, 
Anniversary of Mrs, Pankhurst’s Birth 
Emmeline Pankhurst isn’t militat- 
ing these days, except egainst Ger- 
many. When there was no Germany 
to fight she fought her own govern- 
ment, and fought long and hard and 
hit right and left, as many a digni- 
fied British official in the ante-bellum 
days can testify. Mrs. Pankhurst was 
born Emmeline Goulden, and_ first 
saw the light of day in Manchester, 
Eng., on July 14, in the year—well, 
never mind; {t isn't polite to tell a 
lady's age. She was educated in Paris, 
and as a friend of Rochefort imbibed 
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further republican, not to say radica’ 
fdeas. She was unusually gifted and 
was said to be the most beautiful wo- 
man in England at one pt In 187: 
she met Dr. Pankhurst, a dMinguish- 
ed barrister, who had been a member 
of the first Woman Suffrage Society 
founded by John Stuart Mill, They 
were married in the same year, From 
then on Mrs. Pankhurst became act- 
ive in the fight for woman suffrage 
She preached her doctrines all over 
England and became the ljeader of the 
“cause.’ Her daughters grew up in 
her political faith, amd when they 
grew to womanhood they helped in 
the fight. In the last few years be- 
fore the war the advdcates of wo- 
man suffrage developed into militant: 
and, led.by Mra. Pankhurst, may be 
said to have raged all over England. 
They destroyed considerable property. 
Many notable statesmen were held up 
on their way to and from their offices 
in London and several of them suffer- 
ed considerable damage as a result of 
these encounters. When ‘the war 
broke out the militants subsided and 
instead of carrying on the war against 
their government, helped it in the 
fight against the foreign enemy.

There may be a féW fiersons run- 
ning around loose who do not know 
that famous book, “The Virginian,’ 
but they are scarce as the proverbial 
hers’ teeth. And whobver knows the 
book knows its author, Owen Wister, 
one of the toremost of American au- 
thors, In connectfon with “The Vir- 
ginian” it may be interesting to men- 
tion that only a few years ago there 
died in a shack several miles from 
Medicine Bow, Wyo., the last survivor 
of the once flourishing town of Car- 
bon, who was an actual witness of the 
incident when the Virginian, who was 
the hero of Owen. Wister's novel, mix- 
ed the babies at the ranch dance not 
far from Carbon, the town which has 
ceased to exist. Back in the sixties, 
when the Union Pacific built its first 
road across the continent and _ coal 
could not be had nearer than a thou- 
sand miles, it was known that -there 
were coal beds at Carbon, and al 
haste was made to get the road com- 
pleted to that point in order that “the 
coal beds might be opened to com- 
merce. Many adventurous spirits 
came with the firet settlers of the 
country, which at that time waa the 
home of the Indian, The Viyginian 
of Winter's story was one of these ad- 
yenturers. wen Wister was born in 
Philadelphia on July 14, 1860, and 
is therefore today celebrating his 57th 
birthday, He graduated from Haryard 
with the degree of A. B, in 1882, Be-

IN OASKATCHEWAN,

Officials Regard Situation as Much 
, Worse Than a Month 


Ago 


Regina, July 18—Some rather start- 
ling statemente are made by corres- 
pondents ingmany parts of the prov- 
ince in the reports they send into the 
statistics branch of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture. One of them 
States that hundreds of acres of crop 
in the district he wisited will never 
even be cut, Others report the grain 
is burning up for want of sufficient 
rain and others again mention that 
in some districts the farmers are dis- 
couraged with the condition of their 
crop and are plowing it down. Weeds 
in some cases ee said to be causing 
no small amount of damage. 

The reports from some of the dis- 
tricts are, however, a little more en- 
couraging as rain has faiien during 
the last few days and the weather Is a 
little cooler, 

The west and southwest districts 
have suffered most from the dry 
weather, but in practically every part 
of the province the crop is from 10 to 
14 days late. The hay crop wili 
probably be well up to average. 

To put matters in o true light the 
crop situation is regarded by the offic- 
iala of the department of agriculture 
as much worse all over the province 
than is generally understood,
